Magickal Book Reviews: by Firebear. 


& Dictionary of Symbols by Tom Chetwynd 

(Paladin /Grafton Books - $9.80 - 460 pages) 

An Interview with Israel Regardie: His Final Thoughts and Views 
Edited by Christopher Hyatt (Falcon Press - $7.95 - 144 pages) 


In the last issue of Outer Court Communications I reviewed The 
Underworld Initiation by R.]. Stewart, which discusses the actual and 
mythic history of the Western Magickal Tradition. The two books I 
now review als0 relate to that subject. 


Tom Chetwynd's A Dictionary of Symbols is a good addition to the few 
up-to-date texts on magickal symbols that we have today. I have used 
it to explore images and events in dreams and have found 1t quite 
useful. The Subjects are listed alphabetically, but because $0 many 
Symbols haye connections with other symbols - and Þbecause of the 
many possible meanings of a symbol - the book can appear to be 
disorganized and rambling. Do not despair! There 1s a 20U-page index 
where you can locate everything from 48702 5 70d to Sol Ddf/e5. 


Where the abovementioned book is a competent reference to the 
Symbolism discussed in The Underworld Initiation, the interview with 
br. Francis Israel Regardie will give you insight into the history and 
experience of one who actually traveled the Path of Magick. Dr. 
Regardie was largely responsible for the revival of interest in magicKk, 
the occult, and esoteric studies that we have enjoyed for the last 30 
years. We are fortunate to have this interview, which took place not 
long before his death in 1985. Along with this rare interview, Hyatt 
nas included a variety of essays and book introductions that the 
prolific Dr. Regardie wrote. The most exciting reading, however, is the 
actual interview with this man who accomplished 80 much in his 
lifelime - and yet who described himself as just "a perfectly ordinary 
guy...originally a little Jewish nonentity who Somehow, with a stroke of 
good luck, got into things he could never have dreamed of - never. 


ISrael Regardie pontificated on Crowley, psychotherapy, Blavatsky, Sex, 
Reich, Cosmic Foo-Foo, The Golden Dawn System of Magic, the secret 
chiets, humor, wine, women, Song, and Life. He was a scholar, a 
Spiritual man, a practical man, and a happy, successful man. We could 
all learn from his example. Read An Interview with Israel Regardie, 
and learn from him.

"cCertianly the woman was not the tender sex or the soft sex or the sex 
that needed protection. On the contrary, women were as flerce and to be

The Celts, the ancient race from which the Irish and Welsh descended, 
were The pre-eminent people of Europe, the first users of iron. And in 
the Celtic tribes, women were the chiefs, Ford said. He cited Queen 
Cartimandua and Queen Boudicca in the l1st Century A.D. 


Even later, when laws were formulated in Ireland, he said women had 
equality or what was called "joint soverelgnty" in marriage. 


There are many other cultures, such as the Amazon, where female 
dominance 1s legendary, he salid. "But nowhere is it as articulated as 


1n ITeland."
